I do not feel that I 
can achieve this level through 
teaching, despite the claims of the 
idealists among the educators

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the community than he now has? 
Why is he often dismissed as a 
nonparticipant in the economic 
life of the community ? Why are 
his thoughts dismissed as those of 
i dweller in an ivory tower rather 
than those of a property owner 
in the community? In short, why 
is he considered “in” the commu- 
nity but not “of” the community? 

The fault lies in the teacher 
himself. He must face up to the 
fact that no matter how he looks 
at it he stil] lives in a material- 
istic country and that in order to 
attain the desired status in his 
community he must command the 
necessary income. He must re- 
train from ithis nonsense that 
“the job's the thing.” It may well 
be for him, but it certainly 
doesn't help pay the extra doctor 
bil, or auto insurance, or sum- 
mer session of study to keep up 
on the very latest in his field. 
(And his wife may not have the 
satisfaction of a job well done 
that he has. His job satisfaction 
doesn't help send his kids to 
camp, either.) 

Immediately the complaint 
arises that concerning one's self 
with money is unethical, and as 
I write this I can't help grinning. 
Who in your community would 
you consider the most ethical 
4s a group? In most cases the 
answer would be... the medical 
doctors. But a careful considera- 
tion of the facts will show that 
these gentiemen have raised their 
own pay considerably with no de- 
crease in prestige over the past 
twenty years. In fact, if you had 
all the money you could want 
and your child had to go to a 
doctor, you would probably send 
him to the most expensive one 
because we have learned in our 
society that the best costs the 
most, d 

All too many teachers seem to 
have the idea that having a job 
with prestige and making a high 
monthly income are completely 
incompatible when in most cases 
it seems they are blood brothers. 
No one in the community is more 
highly respected than the MD 
and yet his is usually one of the 
highest incomes in the commu- 
nity. And let me add something 
else. While I have a great deal 
of respect for an MD, let's con- 
sider this. He may set a broken 
bone to help a particular child 
grow properly, but a teacher sets 
within a child the mending magic 
of thought which soon affects the 
whole human race. Is there any 
amount which is enough to pay 
a teacher for this? I think not. 

But at least he should make 
enough so that his job will be 
among the top two in the com- 
munity prestige-wise. When the 
teachers realize their own impor- 
tance then I'l] be glad to join 
them, but right now I can't af- 
ford the cut in salary.

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Sounds of Construction 
Plans Made Heard Around Campus 


The sound of piledrivers and earthmovers has accom- 
panied the sounds of turning books on the campus this sum- 
mer, but according to Dean F. Blar Mayne it is only part of 
the necessary expansion of facilities to meet the state-wide 
problem of constantly rising college enrollments. Dr. Mayne 


whose job as Executive Dean 
gives him the right to have the 
biggest headaches:in regard to the 
building program said that the 
buoildings now under construc- 
tion are only a part of the col- 
lege's necessary long-range plan- 
ning. He figures that enrollment 
will zoom to around 8000 stu- 
dents here at SSC in five years 
Last year’s record enrollment was 
around 5900. 


Where are all the students 
coming from? California's rapid 
climb to where it is expected it 
will be the most populated state 
in the United States by 1965 is 
the answer. Well over a_half- 
million people have been added 
to the population since 1950. The 
increase has been due to both a 
rising birth rae and to a rising 
tide of western migration, People 
just like to come and live in Cali- 
fornia, Dr. Mayne indicated. 


How about money for the build- 
ings? To meet the requirements 
of the demand of students for 
higher education in California, the 
Legislature asked for detailed 
building needs for the next five 
years. This fall, tne Legislature 
is asking the voters to approve 
a $200,000,000 bond issue to par- 
tially finance this crisis in con- 
struction. Needed additional fa- 
cilities will be dependent upon the 
decision of the voters as to the 
passage of the bond issue, pro- 
position No. 3. 

What buildings will be re- 
quired? Conservative estimates 
made back in 1956 pointed out 
that the college would need to 
double its plant by 1961, and 
subsequent enrollment figures in- 
dicate that the planning was es- 
sentially correct. In addition to 
expanded library and administra- 
tive facilities, as well as the 
ground-clearing for student 
dorms which is now going on, al- 
most twelve million dollars of 
new construction wil] be required 
in the coming five years. In the 
plans are a pool, Women’s Gym, 
Home Economies Cottage, Sci- 
ence Addition, Athletic Field, 
Campus Laboratory School, Art 
and Home Economics Addition, 
Music Addition, Studen Health 
Addition, Student Activities, 
Campus Residence, Auditorium, 
and a Residence Hall.

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A Good Move ... 

The recent action in which 91 Sacramento State Col- 
lege instructors signed a petition asking a ban on atom 
tests should be applauded. 

Whether or not their position is the right one we don’t 
know. But that is not the important question in the matter. 
We submit that the importance of the move lies in the fact 
that college instructors have spoken their piece and done 
it publicly. 

One seldon hears these days—unless he attends clas- 
ses—what coltege teachers have to say. Their positions on 
most issues are never known by the general public. 

Yet, if there is any group that should make its opin- 
ions known, it is the educators. Their influence is obviously 
tremendous. (We speak here of educators in general, not 
just college instructors.) Yet teaching groups are seldom 
heard to speak out in the manner witnessed here last week. 

That the public can benefit from the studied opinions 
of qualified educators is obvious. It’s also a fact that the 
public has a right to know what teachers, who are usually 
public employees, think on vital matters. 

It may be that because of feared action by administra- 
tors teaching groups have felt it unwise to publicly express 
any controversial opinions. If this is the case, things should 
be changed. It’s pretty sure, that college teachers are going 
to think for themselves, and it’s also sure that some of them 
are going to impart their ideas to their classes. And this is 
the way it should be. 

Accepting this condition, one must agree that the 
public should be able to know what the teachers are think- 
ing. We don’t know if any action will be taken toward cen- 
suring the petition signers. We are, however, pretty sure 
that none should be.
